Suspicions Arise 
from Septemberfest

It's cafeteria controversy time 
again, folks. Yes, this perennial 
practice in public provocation has 
resumed once again. Well, this time 
it’s about the recent Septemberfest. 
It seems that certain individuals dis- 
agree on its success in ‘trying to 
give the students something for 
their money.” 

Thé cafeteria catered the affair 
and acted as the go-between for 
purchasing the beer. The price of 
the beer is one point in which all 
the concerned parties seem to be 
contradicting each other. The Co- 
ordinators of the Fest claim they 
bought the beer for $3.63 per case, 
at least 20c below the regular 
wholesale price. They also have 
receipts to back it up. The cafeteria 
manager, however, claims that the 


price was $4.58 per case, but with 
the deposit on empties this would 
come down to $3.83 per case, the 
normal price. Mr. Benny of the 
University Food Centre, who was 
given the task of supervising the 
food and drink operations, explains 
this apparent discrepancy by show- 
ing his own official receipts and dis- 
claiming any knowledge of further 
discounts. He realizes this is possi- 
ble but it is strictly between the bre- 
wery and the A.S.A. 

Mr. Benny also believes that all 
these nasty rumours are being 
caused by some man from a rival 
brewery who wanted to get the 
account and failed. 

The most vociferous disagree- 
ments arise out of the preparation, 
distribution and final pricing of the 
food. The co-ordinator of the Sep-

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temberfest, Janis Ostling, is quite 
specific as to her dissatisfaction. 


' She says that the original agree- 


ment between herself and Mr. 
Benny was that the sauerkraut, 
Sausages, corned beef, paper 
plates, disposable utensils and 
napkins, for 800 people would 
come to no more than $600.00. She 
had also requested buns and rolls 
and had been assured she would 
get them. 

On the day of the Fest, however, 
Miss Ostling claims that the food 
was not all brought down and not 
all used up. She considers it more 
than just coincidence that the fol- 
lowing Monday, four days later, the 
Food Centre served a “Septem- 
berfest Special” of (you guessed it ) 
Sauerkraut and sausages and 
corned beef. She believes that not 
all the utensils or paper plates were 
used and the sausages were really 
hot dogs. She also states that when 
she asked Mr. Benny to produce 
the buns and rolls that he refused, 
and he also refused to bring down 
food as regularly as it was needed. 
Miss Ostling feels that since Mr. 
Benny was hired by herself to do 
the job, he should have acquiesced 
to her instructions. She feels his 
direct refusal to do so constitutes 
a breech of agreement. And the 
foam cups shortage resulted in

Referendum 
Passes 


On May 11, 1972, the Evening Students Association unanimously 
passed a motion to allow MSQP’ students to be included as members. 
There had, at the time, been some problems surrounding their status 
which culminated in the ejection from council of the Partial Representative 
because he was, in fact, an MSQP. 

The E.S.A. amendment was taken to a referendum late last week 
and was passed by the 74 students who voted. The reformed article 
now Offcially reads: “The E.S.A. shall be composed of all registered 
undergraduates, MSQP'’s and partial students of the evening division.” 

This now opens the way for all MSQP’s to run for ESA office in the 
faculty that they are pre-registered in just as soon as the ESA passes 
a motion to this effect, as recommended by the previous council. | 

The final vote came out 98% in favour of the amendment and CRO

! would like to answer the letter 
you received from Mr. Selck con- 
cerning the Domaine St. Sulpice, 
which appeared in your September 
11th edition. 

It seems that Mr. Selck met some 
students working for Green Spaces 
who had little idea of the historical 
value of the Sulpician property. This 
is regrettable but many Sir George 
Williams University students volun- 
teered to solicit signatures for our 
petition and perhaps concerned 
themselves only with the preserva- 
tion of the land from high-rise 
development and the creation of a 
public park. This petition was pre- 
sented to Mr. Niding and Mr. Lynch- 
Staunton on September 27 at City 
Hall. Green Spaces itself is very 
aware of the historical value of this 
land and | have enclosed some of 
the documents we have published 
concerning this issue. Green 
Spaces wants to preserve the his- 
torical buildings on Domaine St. 
Sulpice as well as the adjoining 
green areas. 

The Grande Seminaire designed 
by the architect John Ostell was 
built in 1857 and the College de 
Montreal was built adjacent to the 
Seminaire and completed in 1870. 
The ornamental pool and the two 
towers were built in 1694 as part 
of the new Fort_des Messieurs 
because the ol sion built in 





1676 had burnt down. Marguerite 
de Bourgeoys is said to have taught 
in one of the towers. These towers 
are among the oldest buildings of 
the city and have already been 
named National Historical Monu- 
ments by the Federal Government. 

It seems very probably that there 
was an Indian village on this land 
during the sixteenth century and the 
archeological value of the site has 
been verified.by Professor B. G. 
Trigger, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Anthropology of McGill 
University. 

Green Spaces has sent a brief 
to Mme. Claire Kirkland-Casgrain, 
minister for Cultural Affairs with the 
hope that the property will be clas- 
sified as a provincial historical site 
under Bill 2 of l’Assemblee 
Nationale. Green Spaces has also 
been in contact with Heritage- 
Canada with whom we have 
stressed the _ historical and 
archeological value of the land. 

Green Spaces Association office 
is located at 4508 St. Catherine 
West and is open to the public 
between 9 to 4, Monday to Friday. 
We would be pleased to receive 
anyone interested in the work we 
are doing throughout the Montreal 
Urban community.

The  hippie-freak-acid scene 
which reached its climax in the 
Haight-Ashbury of 1967 and its 
denouement at Woodstock has dis- 
solved into many divergent path- 
ways. One of the most prominent 
areas that has attracted a great 
number of ex-freaks is religion or 
concern with the spiritual. Hard 
drugs (acid, mescaline, speed) 
served a much-needed function in 
the 60's to awaken us from our 
spiritual lethargy. They were 
experimented with and passed 
over, with the belief that the 
elevated planes of thought they 
opened would be just as easily 
achieved naturally, through con- 
templation of the world, the uni- 
verse, God, which all come down 
to the same thing.

The Fourth Canadian Student Film Festival held at Sir George last 


many Baha'i acquaintances and a 
few Baha'i friends. It is through 
these channels that | was opened 
to some of the marvellous things 
that are happening with the faith 
which has as its goal the unity of 
mankind. The key words in the 
Baha'i faith are peace and unity. 
Before unity of mankind must come 
unity of self and the self is made 
whole and unified when it is 
immersed in God and serving him. 
The fulfillment of individual poten- 
tial becomes the matrix of the 
Baha'i community, and_ the 
individual and society mirror one 
another. 

God in this case need not be a 
Christian God; He is the essential, 
the unknowable, the mystery of the 
universe, or whatever one sees the 
need to see him as, because he 
is eeong other things a reflection 
of the self. 

When any movement or group 
becomes large enough it also 
begins to affirm itself in the develop- 
ment of culture or art. One of the 
most fascinating evenings | have 
spent was at a concert given by 
JALAH (meaning “glory” in Per- 
sian), a Baha'i rock group. In one 
respect the concert left me quite 
stunned, as it was the first time | 
had heard good acid rock and 
rhythm 'n blues coming from a very 
un-acid source. As tne intake of arti- 
fical stimulants is strongly frowned 
upon by Baha'i teachings, the 
music came through with pure fee- 
ling straight from the heart. It was 
a most beautiful and contagious 
“high”, and the pusher in this case 
was Baha'i Uah (‘the Glory of 
God”), the Bahaii’s _ spiritual 
teacher. JALAL also compose their 
own lyrics which are quite poetic 
and inspired by Baha'i writings. The 
concert will be televised on October 
8 on Channel 2 as part of a special 
on the Baha’is.

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What Direction 
for Montreal Rock Music 


Take a look at the Montreal rock scene. Can you name the best bands, 
sh at least, the most popular ones? They're not always the same you 

now. 

Montreal's big three (in the English market at least) are April Wine, 
Mahogany Rush and Mashmakhan, in approximately that order. All three 
belong to Donald K. Donal’s stable of talent. 

April Wine come from the Maritimes and have put out four or five 
singles, two of which have been respectable hits and one was a real 
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monster as far as the Canadian music scene goes (sources say it was 
even heard in Sweden). Recordwise, they're fine; however, they are 
one of the blandest bands ever to grace the concert stage. 

Mahogany Rush is one of the last of the heavy blues/rock trios. They 
play a particularly Hendrix-like form of music. Guitarist/vocalist Frank 
Marine is an able technician, but lacks the soul and flair for innovation 
that made Hendrix so important. Also, Frank is not an outstanding vocalist. 
Their first single, “Buddy”, has Frank pledging to carry on Jimi’s work. 
Their album’s out now, and it would seem that their original material 
is much better than their current onstage repertoire. In a live performance

they're ho-hum to fairly exciting, depending on how much guitar prowess 
you can take. 

Mashmakhan is Pierre Senecal. He writes, sings and is a multi- 
instrumentalist and is also the last remaining member of the orignal quar- 
tet. The new members in the bank come from the now-defunct Cheeque. 
Together they carry on Mashmakhan’s tradition of tight, well-played live 
music combined with fairly blah recorded product. 

These are Montreal's biggest bands and not one of them is real 
dynamite. A couple of records here, a bit of flashy guitar there—so goes 


week was an exercise in futility and boredom. With few exceptions, most 
of the films were embarassing in their lack of interest and unimaginative 
conception. 

The best of the lot were the animated films. Hands (Neil Affleck), 
the festival's prize film, was an excellent animation both in technique 
and conception. Except for the First Prize Scenario How the Hell Are 
You (Veronica Soul ), the other scenarios tended to drag on into medioc- 
rity. Jason Borwick (Dennis Zahoruk) was an excellent study of black 
and white play on shadows but should have been considerably shorter. 
The over all prize for boredom (and there should have been one) goes 
to La Corvee (Roger Murray) with Bill and John (Nicholas Kendall ) 
close on seconds, and Piddling Pete (Irma Walls ) coming up third. 

The films were generally a disappointment. However, they would not 
have been quite so uninteresting had they not been so long and repetitious. 
Film, in this case, becomes amateurish and cannot be called art, as 
the medium has run wild and the artist’s control over it is either stifling 
or immensely weakened.

Last Saturday's game was a time of recollection and nostalgia for 
me. For five years, from 1965 to 1969 | had attended every McGill home 
game and cheered the Redmen on. This was the first time | had been 
present at a McGill game in the capacity of a non-fan. 

lt was also the first time | have ever sat in the North Stands. Sitting 
there watching the McGill Cheering section, a section | had been part 
of for so many games, | was smitten with a sense of loss. Not the loss 
of not being a Redmen fan, but with the loss of collegiate football. 

There were perhaps sixty fans from Sir George present, and fifty or 
so McGill students on the far side, with a smattering of McGill alumni 
in evidence. This on the day of McGill's homecoming. 

| recall vividly the years that McGill was in the now defunct O.Q.A.A.. 
On Saturday afternoons when the Redmen played out of town, at Toronto, 
or Kingston, or London, facing the Blues, the Golden Gaels, or the Mus- 
tangs, a big Red Train would chug out of Central Station. On it would 
be assorted football players, sweet young things, and drunks. 

When the other teams in the league visited Montreal the procedure 
was reversed, and the out of town university jackets would pack the 
Moustache and other watering holes in the downtown area. 

Now you can’t give away tickets to a collegial football game in Montreal. 
The representative of the Q.U.A.A. in the National Finals last year, 
Bishops, got their asses cleaned. 

No matter which team from this league goes to the Nationals in 1972, 
the result will be the same. There are a host of reasons for the demise 
of college football in this province. Perhaps it is just a natural progression 
of the political events which have alienated Quebec from the rest of 
Canada.
